This is to advise you that Media General, Inc. and Tribune Company, ef al. filed two Petitions for
a Writ of Certiorari in the Supreme Court of the United States, on January 28, 2005, and, the
National Association of Broadcasters and Newspaper Association of America, et al. filed two
Petitions for a Writ of Certiorari in the Supreme Court, on January 31, 2005.

Petitioners seek Supreme Court review of the Third Circuit’s ruling in Prometheus Radio
Project, et al. v. FCC, 373 F.3d 372 (3d Cir. 2004) that the FCC’s media ownership rules do not
violate the First and Fifth Amendments to the Constitution or Section 202(h) of the 1996 Act.
